Thanks, Nana — Mikayla Fitzsimmons, 17 months, is feeling 
fine now, in the arms of her grandmother, Terry Fitzsimmons. 
But last week, it was only through the quick action of Terry 
that Mikayla was saved, after she stopped breathing due to a 


febrile seizure. 


‘Nana’ saves Mikayla 


Mikayla Fitzsimmons, 17 
months, who lives in Memorial 
Circle with her family, received a 
few early Christmas presents this 
year. 

Her mother, Christine Fitzsim- 
mons, and her’ grandmother, 
Theresa “Terry” Fitzsimmons, are 
especially glad to have her around 
this year after rescuing Mikayla 
from a febrile seizure last week. 

Mikayla was a bit under the 
weather, but not dramatically so, 
when her fever shot up, causing a 
seizure just before the family went 
to bed. 

When the girl stopped breath- 
ing, Christine yelled for her moth- 
er. 

“Tt just spiked so quickly, I told 
them (family members) to call 
911,” Terry says. 

As they waited for the ambu- 
lance, Terry turned the baby onto 
her stomach and put her cheek 


» next to Mikayla’s cheek. 


“She wasn’t breathing, and her 
eyes were just staring at me, say- 
ing ‘Help me now, Nana,” Terry 
says. 

Acting quickly, Terry gave her 
granddaughter CPR. Mikayla was 
breathing on her own again after 
two breaths, she says. 

“The important thing is not to 
panic. Panic later,” Terry says. 

When her daughter stopped 
breathing, Christine’s fears 
seemed to have come true, causing 
temporary hysteria for the young 


mother. 

“T would have been able to do it 
(give Mikayla) CPR if no one else 
were there, but I thought things 
were going to be worse than they 
were. It kind of scared me. And 
then everyone was yelling at me to 
calm down,” Christine says, now 
smiling, holding Mikayla’s 
younger brother in her lap. 

Her son, Jacob, was born four 
months ago, after a series of 
in-utero seizures. He also showed 
some seizure-like activity after he 
was born. He now regularly under- 
goes physical therapy. 

After losing her father to brain 
cancer and nearly losing her 
infant son, Christine imagined the 
worst when Mikayla _ stopped 
breathing. 

After an ambulance ride to 
Lawrence General, where Mikayla 
was examined, doctors took her 


temperature: 106.4 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 
We don’t know how high it got,” 


Terry says. But when the fever 
broke, Mikayla seemed to perk up 
at the hospital. 

The test? Mother and grand- 
mother asked Mikayla what a 
camel does. 

She answered with a baby-sized 
“raspberry,” and danced around. 

While it may not have been the 
most civilized response, it meant 
that Mikayla was back to normal, 
and finally Christine could relax.

The atmosphere in the bright, 
spotless apartment with colorful 
toys stacked on a shelf in the cor- 
ner seems to be a place of love and 
security for a child, but the feeling 
of security for Christine hasn’t 
quite set in. 

When baby Jacob came home 
from the hospital, Christine, 21, 
refreshed her CPR and first-aid 
skills for emergencies, since 
seizures are familiar to the 
Fitzsimmons family. 

Terry’s late husband was a vic- 
tim of brain cancer, symptoms of 
which included seizures. Mikay- 
la’s seizure brought back memo- 
ries for Terry too, but her first 
response was to act. 

“T just didn’t even think about 
it. I just did it,” says Terry, 45, 
who works at the Leonard School 
in Lawrence.

vale, have two children: Justin, 5, and Court- 
ney, 3. They now live in Methuen. 

Daigle was cutting down a tree in his boss’s 
yard on Oct. 17, when a portion of the trunk fell 
on him, crushing both of his legs. 

Daigle underwent multiple surgeries at 
Brigham and Women’s Hospital in Boston. His 
wife said shortly after the accident he had a 
metal plate in one hip and two rods in the 
other.

Proposed borrowing not excessive, says FinCom member

While some selectmen have won- 
dered if the town can afford all of the 
$53.5 million in capital projects pro- 
posed for next year, Finance Commit- 
tee members say the town can handle 
it.

various options available to the town 
at a meeting last night. 

“We'll start discussions about how 
we’re going to fund the major capital 
projects the town is going to take, and 
how they are going to affect the tax- 
payers,” says Marden. 

Chairman Don Schroeder says both 
the public safety center and the new 
schools proposed for the following 
year could be funded without the town 
needing a debt-exclusion referendum. 

“But what you’d be doing is capping 
the funds available for your operating 
budget. You’d be up to your levy 
limit,” says Schroeder. “Then, you 
might not be able to add additional 
staff or additional programs.” 

Marden says the schools will proba- 
bly want to do a debt exclusion

because “they want to make sure they 
have the money to run the schools 
once they build them.” 

However she maintains that “the 
total amount we’re talking about bond- 
ing is not out of line... once you make 
it relative to the increasing budgets.” 

“There seemed to be an emotional 
reaction to the ($53.5 million) number 
without considering how does it com- 
pare to what we’ve been spending over 
the last five years,’ says Marden. “I 
think the initial emotional reaction to 
that number is understandable. It’s a 
lot of money. But once you start look- 
ing at what we’ve done historically, 
we shouldn’t all be scared by it.” 

Marden also says officials should 
not look at all of the $53.5 million in 
projects in the same light. She believes

enterprise fund projects, such as 
sewer projects (which are not paid for 
by all town taxpayers), should be con- 
sidered separately from projects fund- 
ed through the general fund. In her 
calculations she has excluded the sew- 
ers. 

It’s the large sewer projects that 
make this year different from those in 
the recent past, she says. Marden says 
there haven’t been major sewer exten- 
sions since about the 1950s. 

“What’s big and different and out of 
the ordinary and an enormous change 
in policy is the sewer project. We 
haven’t done anything of that magni- 
tude in many, many years,” she says. 

The town is looking to fund a $21.5- 
million construction project planned 
for Ballardvale and South Main streets 
and a  $4.3-million 
project for the Rogers 
Brook area. But the 
money to pay for 
these projects would 
not come from the 
general fund unless 
the town changes its 
policy before 1999 
Town Meeting. The 
current sewer policy 
is for two-thirds of 
the project cost to be 
paid by betterments 
and one-third to be 
paid by increases in 
the sewer rate. 

Schroeder notes 
that many of both the 
sewer and other capi- 
tal projects will be 
paid for over several 
years and will not all 
start at the same 
time. In addition, by 
2001, the town will 
have finished paying 
for its unique lease- 
purchase arrange- 
ments on the town 
offices and library, 
potentially freeing 
some levy room for 
new projects, says 
Marden.

Lessons from 
MCAS tests 


Of course, all of us here in Andover 
obeyed the urging of the state Department 
of Education officials, and didn’t spend a 
minute comparing our kids’ MCAS test 
scores with those in other systems and 
other schools. 

Just kidding. 

It is inevitable that in spite of all the 
pleading from state officials to simply use 
the scores for analysis, rather than mak- 
ing judgments, those comparisons are 
being made. We wouldn’t be human if we 
didn’t make them. 

Indeed, local school officials have been 
looking at the schools where students had 
the best scores, and talking about how to 
duplicate those methods elsewhere 
throughout the system. That has a posi- 
tive spin to it, but it is making compar- 
isons just as surely as the rest of us are. 
It's doubtful that we’d hear about dupli- 
cating methods in the schools with the 
lowest scores — even though they’re not 
supposed to matter this time around. 

So let’s admit that we can’t escape car- 
ing about the scores. 

But while we obsess over how the kids 
did, the adults in charge of all this should 
try to learn a few things from the exercise 
as well. It seems pretty clear that the stu- 
dents who did well tended to come from 
schools that emphasize the basics. 

That should send a message that it’s 
time to stop making the basics some sort 
of bogeyman that will turn out nothing 
but little robots who can’t think for them- 
selves. | 

Indeed, the best way to help kids learn | 
to think for themselves is to give them the | 
tools to understand what others are say- 
ing, and to be able to express themselves 
clearly and coherently in return. They 
can’t do that without the basics. 

Let’s also stop demonizing the concept 
of “teaching to the test.” If the test is prop- 
erly constructed — and that is an issue 
that parents, teachers and administrators | 
should all address — then it will not harm 
kids at all to be taught to the test. 

Virtually all the professions require an | 
entrance exam, from medicine to finance | 
to the law, and students expect to be 
taught how to pass those tests. 

We all hope that the physician who per- 
forms an operation on us was taught | 
exactly how to do that procedure. We | 
expect a lawyer to have been trained in | 
how to handle a case like ours. 

Why, once we've decided what they | 
should learn, should it be any different for | 
students?

It was interesting to see that a study 
has confirmed the planning director’s 
report that the growth in the school sys- 
tem is not coming from the new homes 
being built. 

It would be of more interest to learn 
who promoted the idea that the $6,000 to 
$10,000 per year in taxes most new homes 
generate does not cover their cost in the 
first place. 

It appears to me that the culprit is the 
effect of Andover’s reputation as a good 
town in which to educate kids. This has 
generated a demand for housing by young 
families with school-age children, the pri- 
mary supply of which comes from fami- 
lies who no longer have children to edu- 
cate. (I would venture to guess that there 
are more families in Andover without 
children in Andover public schools than 
with them.) 

In any event, the people who do not 
have kids in school are currently paying 
more than they cost the town or in effect 
“subsidizing” the school system. 

While we all agree that new schools, 
increased staffing, new technology, etc., 
are nice, maybe it is also time to get some 
insight as to who is leaving Andover, and 
their thoughts as to why.

Still room to improve . 


Editor, Townsman: 

I would like to congratulate the 
Andover school system on the fine 
ranking that it had in the MCAS test- 
ing. Being in the top 10 percent of the 
state is an excellent result for the town, 
and reflects well on the teachers and 
principals of our schools, our children 
and the efforts that we as parents make. 

However, I would also urge the 
school system to not be complacent and 
to find a way to make significant 
improvements in how well we teach 
our children. There is certainly room to 
improve, especially in the English lan- 
guage. 

If anyone doubts this, I would point 
out that we had zero percent of our 
fourth-grade students achieve the 
“advanced” level in English, while we 
had 24 percent achieve this in math and 
13 percent achieve this in science. This 
score is also below the state average. 
But Andover is certainly not alone in 
performing poorly in this area. I see 
that many other towns in Massachu- 
setts also scored zero in this and even 
the top-performing towns only achieved 


lies with kids. 

If the people leaving are those not 
using the school system, then we've got it 
all wrong. We need to worry more about 
how to satisfy our present residents than 
to provide all the necessities for vocal 
families on a “temporary” housing inter- 
lude in town only to educate their kids. 

How about placing more emphasis on 
slowing school expenditure growth and 
making better use of current resources. 
The savings could then be used to provide 
some incentives to help these “empty 
nesters” remain in town.

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Critics charge 6 environmental factors ignored 


A Department of Environmental Affairs 
report on incinerator emissions in the Mer- 
rimack Valley met with criticism from local 
environmentalists. 

Critics claimed the DEP did not include 
key factors in their analysis of emissions in 
the valley, such as effects on the food chain, 
including milk, fish and nursing mothers. 

DEP researchers‘ and scientists reported 
results of their Aggregate Waste Incinerator 
Assessment for the Merrimack Valley to a 


crowd of more than 100 people Tuesday at 
the North Andover Middle School. 

Environmental critics say six major fac- 
tors were ignored in the DEP study: bio 
accumulation in the food chain, persistence 
of past emmissions from incinerators, other 
pollution in the area, key pollutants causing 
respiratory damage, interactive effects of 
the pollutants, and evidence of existing lev- 
els of contamination. 

“T can’t say there is a single thing I dis- 


agree with,” says Ed Kunce, regulator for 
the DEP, referring to a presentation cri- 
tiquing the DEP report just before it was 
presented. 

The study presented by DEP examined 
the impact of pollution emitted from incin- 
erators in North Andover, Haverhill and 
Lawrence. “We looked at the soup (of pollu- 
tion) that gets created,” he says. 

Kunce says the study was done in 
response to residents’ concerns about area

pollution and includes the work of 15 staff 
people. 

“This is a ground-breaking effort on the 
part of our department. This kind of study is 
not usually done, not at the national level, 
not at the state level,” says DEP’s Mark 
Smith. 

Several local officials attended, including 
State Sen. Sue Tucker and Rep. Barry Fine- 
gold. Finegold says he wants to see more 
information included in the study. 

“We need a study looking at the effects of 
dioxin that will finally put this question to 
rest,” he says. 

Public support for such studies is key, he 
says. 

“We need more people to be aware and 
active,” Finegold says.

Disney visits Andover YMCA

A few Andover middle- 
school students are expecting 


to get their few minutes of 


fame from The Disney Chan- 
nel, which premieres its new 
program, Z-Games, early next 
year. 

Z-Games, a television pro- 
gram about games children 
make up themselves, will fea- 
ture a segment including stu- 
dents from Andover West 
Middle School playing “Sock 
Wars,” a game invented at the 
YMCA in North Reading and 
Andover. 

“I cannot throw, and I got 
points,” said Kelsey Handstad 
of Andover, on hand for the 
filming last week at the 
Andover/North Andover 
YMCA. 

The game was submitted to 
the Disney Channel by 
Bethany Maxfield, 9, of North 
Reading. It’s played on a bas- 
ketball key, or a circle drawn 
in chalk in a parking lot. 

Two teams throw socks 
stuffed with tennis balls into 
the ring without stepping into 
the ring. At the end of the 
game, the team with the most 


socks in the circles wins. 

Andover students began 
playing Sock Wars as part of a 
new after-school program for 
Andover middle-schoolers run 
by the Andover/ North 
Andover YMCA called “After 
the Bell.” 


They meet every day at 
West Middle School with Pro- 
gram Coordinator Steve 
Wrigley. 


“A lot of what we do.at 
After the Bell are really kid- 
driven ideas. One thing will 
be popular for a couple of 
weeks, and then we'll go onto 


something else,” Wrigley 
says. 

Sock Wars was an instant 
hit, he says. 


“The kids got right into it. 
You don’t have to be a super 
athlete to play, and everybody 
gets involved. There’s no sit- 
ting around,” Wrigley says. 

Nancy McLellan of the 
YMCA staff at After the Bell, 
says the most difficult part of 
running the program is over- 
coming the stereotype that 
they run a babysitting pro- 
gram. 

Wrigley agrees. 


“We are so far from that. 
Kids get involved, they play 
games, and they get on 
national TV,” he says. 

In working with Andover 
kids after school, Wrigley 
remembers his childhood as 
a more free experience. 

“We were more free to just 
go outdoors and be safe,” he 
says, recalling hearing moth- 
ers of his friends yelling 
across the neighborhood as 
dinners were ready. 

“Half the games we played 
didn’t have names,” he says, 
like modified versions of clas- 
sic games like kick ball, hide 
and go seek, steal the bacon 
and capture the flag. 

Information provided by 
the YMCA even claims many 
classic games were invented 
there, including basketball, 
volleyball, softball and rac- 
quetball. 

While all the students 
enrolled in After the Bell are 
from West Middle School, the 
program is available to Doher- 
ty Middle School students as 
well, Wrigley says. The YMCA 
charges a fee, depending on 
how many days of the month 


the student plans to attend. 

Louis Gonzales, a student 
at West Middle School, says 
he loves hanging out After the 
Bell. 


“T used to get into a lot of 


trouble. But this is fun, and it 
makes my life easy,” says the 


tall seventh-grader, whose 
favorite activity is playing 
basketball. 


But Monday, he was sitting 
at a desk with Handstad play-

ing Pictionary, which turned 
into a game of drawing each 
other’s faces. 

Gonzales says he _ also 
enjoys the food and the home- 
work help. 

“It goes against popular

Schools throw lacrosse into the mix

School Committee members voted 
unanimously Tuesday to add lacrosse 
to the Andover High School athletic 
program. 

The decision came after a private 
organization, Friends of Andover 
Lacrosse, raised $15,000 to start a boys 
lacrosse team at the high school that 
would eventually be funded through 
the school’s athletic department bud- 
get. 

Committee members still said they 
want to be sure they weren’t support- 
ing lacrosse at the expense of some 
other program. 

“If we’re going to do this, we’d bet- 
ter do it right,” said Committee mem- 
ber Dick Collins, a retired long-time 
coach in Andover. “If we have to turn 
around and start cutting other pro- 
-grams, Ill be very upset.” 

Athletic Program Director Jim 
Hurley told Committee members that 
once boys and girls teams are started 
with private funds raised by the 
Friends of Andover Lacrosse, it would 


add about $20,000 a year to the Athlet- 
ic Department budget to maintain. 

Committee member Skip Eccles, 
who coached lacrosse for 40 years, 
said he supported the addition of the 
sport to the athletic program because 
it can be played by all kinds of stu- 
dents. 

“It can be played by small people as 
well as big people,” he said, adding 
that through his career as a lacrosse 
coach, only one team member left for 
the season due to injury. 

Eccles also noted with a wry smile 
that of school districts scoring in the 
top 25 for MCAS results, 15 of them 
have lacrosse teams. 

School Committee student repre- 
sentative Pete Edgerly, a junior, said 
that he, and other students he has spo- 
ken with support the formation of 
lacrosse teams at the school. 

“Even students who don’t play 
sports want lacrosse,” he said. 

Andover High senior Danielle 
Massiello played lacrosse at school in 
New Jersey as a freshman and sopho- 


more before coming to Andover, 
where she now works as a coach of 
the girls team. 

She told committee members at 
Tuesday’s meeting that most of the 
girls playing lacrosse this year are in 
sixth through eighth grade, but would 
want to play lacrosse when they get to 
Andover High. 

Lyle Lieberman, of the Friends of 
Andover Lacrosse, said the group 
took a two-season approach to get 
their teams up and running. The boys 
team would begin in the spring, since 
many of the boys of high school age 
have been playing lacrosse for a few 
years. The group expects to raise 
money and start a girls team at 
Andover High next year, he said. 

“We are very very pleased,” Lieber- 
man said of the support from School 
Committee members, residents and 
local businesses that supported their 
campaign. 

“It couldn’t have gone better,” he 
said. 

Sue Hass, of the Friends of Andover 


Lacrosse, said their next mission is | 
getting prime-time field space. | 

“I think the enthusiasm will really | 
show up in spectators,” she said. 

Hurley said he was concerned | 
about finding the proper field space, 
since lacrosse games cannot be held | 
on a field where people are out walk- | 
ing around a track on the periphery; | 
stray lacrosse balls can be dangerous, | 
he said. 

The next step is to get the program 
approved by the Massachusetts Inter- 
scholastic Athletic Association, Hur- 
ley said, and then look for appropriate 
field space. 

While he has several sites in mind, 
he plans to evaluate what is the space 
closest to the high school and safest 
for players and spectators, he said. 

Hurley is also negotiating with the 
teachers’ union to create two staff 
coaching positions. The boys team 
would start in the spring as a develop- 
mental team at the junior varsity 
level and move up from there, Hurley 
said.

education commissioner 
Robert Antonucci confirmed 
McGrath’s analysis of the Eng- 
lish/Language Arts tests that 
proved difficult for some stu- 
dents. 

McGrath estimated that the 
eighth-grade test was written 
at eighth-grade level, while the 
fourth-grade test was too 
advanced for many of those 
students. 

In English, 60 percent of 
Andover fourth-graders scored 
in the “Needs Improvement” 
category, while 71 percent of 
eighth-graders scored as profi- 
cient. 

At a meeting of the Andover 
High Schoo] Parent Advisory 
Council Monday, McGrath 
addressed a small group of 
parents about the tests. 

Some parents say their stu- 
dents are not being challenged 
enough, but Carol Couch- 
Adams says_ she __ believes 
things are getting better, and 
that aligning the curriculum 


will be good for all students. 
“Tm delighted they are now 


going to fill in the cracks,” she 
says. 
Meanwhile a _ few tenth- 


graders, for whom last year’s 
test didn’t really count, 
seemed to fall through the 
cracks. Some were known to 
have dismissed it, McGrath 
Says. 

“We know some of them, to 
use their vernacular, ‘blew it 
off,” she says. 

“My students took it very 
seriously,” says teacher Son- 
dra Finegold of West Elemen- 
tary School. “They were 
beside themselves, they were 
so exhausted.” 

McGrath says the state may 
consider splitting the fourth- 
grade test into two parts, giv- 
ing some tests in fifth grade, 
possibly to cut down on test 
fatigue that was most apparent 
in fourth grade. 


Principal Jade Reitman of 


the Sanborn School says she 
was pleased with results. 
“There were more instances 


where students did better than 
they we thought they would,” 
she says. 

State Rep. Barry Finegold 
(D-Andover), son of teacher 
Sondra Finegold, says he was 
pleased with the results, espe- 
cially considering that many 
talented Andover _ students 
attend local private schools 
like the Pike School and 
Phillips Academy. 

“T think (the results are) a 
very positive indicator of 
what’s going on,” Finegold 
says, and applauded teachers, 
students and administrators. 

Tom Meyers, head of the 
Andover teachers’ union told 
School Committee members 
Tuesday that he thought 
Andover got more than its 
money’s worth, and hopes the 
committee will continue to 
fund staff development pro- 
grams, work to reduce stu- 


dent/teacher ratios and 
encourage more _ planning 
time. 


Using a list provided by the 
school department of the top- 


25-scoring towns in the state 
with their total and regular 
education per-pupil expendi- 
tures for 1996, Meyers made 
some calculations. 

While Andover _ students’ 
MCAS scores ranked 18th in 
the state, few towns in the 
state scored higher and spent 
less per pupil, he said. 

“That’s a compelling state- 
ment,” he said. 

According to the list, Med- 
field, which ranked second in 
the state, Sharon (12th) and 
North Reading (14th) scored 
higher than Andover and 
spent less per pupil. 

Bach says such communi- 
ties may have exemplary pro- 
grams Andover should consid- 
er worth investigating. But 
few were willing to assign 
meaning to district scores on 
the first test of how well school 
systems are aligned to curricu- 
lum.

he found the 


scores to be no cause for hand 
wringing. 


“IT think it doesn’t tell you 
much,” he says. 

Administrators take on 
detailed analysis in January, 
and are expected to report in 
February, McGrath says. 

Part one of the plan is under 
way, she says, and includes 
analysis of scores at each 
school by principals and teach- 
ers. Part two is the analysis 
for the entire Andover school 
system, reported to the School 
Committee and Administra- 


tive Council. Part three, 
expected to be complete by 
February vacation, would 


include recommendations on 
how to adjust curriculum and 
staff development to address 
needs highlighted by MCAS, 
McGrath says in a letter to the 
superintendent and _ School 
Committee. 

Results of MCAS tests will 
eventually be used to rank 
school systems in the state, 
along with other criteria 
including student and teacher 
attendance, and dropout rates, 
McGrath says.

But will it help? 


Finegold

Lawmakers sitting on the 
NESWC caucus _ including 
state Rep. Barry Finegold (D- 
Andover) are considering fil- } 
ing legislation over the next 
two years to encourage recy- § 
cling and possibly put an end 
to “put or pay” contracts for 
the state. 

Each of the 23 towns in the 
NESWC consortium, includ- 
ing Andover, are required by 
contract to send a minimum 
amount of trash to the 
NESWC plant in North Andover for 
processing each year. 

Finegold says he hopes that by pre- 
venting incinerators from holding 
State or municipal customers to con- 
tracts with a minimum, towns across 
the state would have more incentive 
to recycle. 

To date, Andover recycles about 30 
percent of its trash, and sends 12,500 
tons of trash co the NESWC incinera- 
tor in North Andover every year. 

However, that minimum, or Guar- 
anteed Annual Tonnage (GAT) is set 
by bondholders, not Wheelabrator, the 
company operating the plant, says 
plant manager Jim MclIver. He adds 
that when the contracts were written 
in the late ’70s and early ’80s, a provi- 
sion was included for a 10-percent 
reduction in GAT to allow for 
increased recycling. 

“Back then, some people may have 
thought 10 percent was aggressive,” 
Mclver says. 

NESWC has not requested a reduc- 
tion in GAT to date, to compensate for 
recycling, McIver says. 

Finegold says the NESWC caucus is 
also considering extending the debt 
pay-off period for the amount commu- 
nities owe from seven to 15 years. But 
he is not sure he supports it. 


Unless incumbent Bill Downs or 
potential challenger Ted Teichert 
declare they are running, it appears 
Mary French will remain the only per- 
son ready to put her name on the bal- 
lot for selectman in the March town 
election. 

Two people rumored to be consider- 
ing a run say they have no intention of 
doing so — at least not this year. Both 
School Committee Chairman Eric 
Nadworny and former Community 
Services Department Head Peg Camp- 
bell say they will not run for Downs’ 
seat.

When the plant was 
financed in the early 1980s, 
the bulk of the debt was 
scheduled to be paid off in 
the later years of the con- 
tract, which expires in 2005, 
under the assumption that 
the plant would be making 
money on the price of elec- 
tricity from the trash-to- 
energy incinerator. 

Since energy prices fell instead, and 
towns are still required to pay for the 
money invested in the plant, NESWC 
towns pay more than twice the market 
rate for trash incineration. 

Finegold says his aim in creating 
legislation is to encourage recycling 
without creating costly mandates for 
towns. 

“I known it’s kind of idealist and 
bold, but I think we could see 80 per- 
cent of solid waste recycled in my life- 
time,” Finegold says. 

The statewide goal is to have every 
community recycling 50 percent of 
their trash by the year 2000, Finegold 
says. 

“This town loves to recycle, if you 
just give them the opportunity,” he 
says. 

According to McIver, Wheelabrator 
has created recycling programs, and 
encourages recycling. But the con- 
tract minimums that indirectly dis- 
courage recycling are necessary to 
maintain a debt schedule to the bond 
holders who financed the plant, he 
says. 

If the NESWC towns send less trash 
to the plant, that will simply mean 
less revenue from the sale of electrici- 
ty, to help them pay what is still owed 
for construction of the plant.

Campbell. “At some point I would like 
to, but I'm too busy right now.

Major wants a stud

Who should pay for sewers? 


By Neil Fater 

With millions of dollars worth of 
sewer projects proposed for the next 
two Town Meetings, Selectmen Brian 
Major wants to reexamine how the 
town pays for its sewer projects. 

But Ivy Lane resident Ed Weil, a 
strong supporter of extending sewer 
lines up South Main and Ballardvale 
streets for a proposed $21.5 million, 
fears that such talk could doom the 
South Main area to failing septic sys- 
tems. 

“If you want to kill the South Main 
sewer system, then plan a change,” 
said Weil, at a combined meeting last 
week of the Board of Selectmen, 
Finance Committee and School Com- 
mittee. “If you change this (payment 
structure), you will confuse everyone 
and you will kill the event. I urge you 
to leave it the way it is, study it and 
come up with something after Town 
Meeting. 

Last year, Town Meeting approved 
$2 million for the engineering and plan- 
ning of these Sewers. Weil said he sent 
letters to everyone in the area, and the 
majority of residents seemed in sup- 
port of the project. 

“These people do understand what 
their cost of betterment is going to be 
and how it will be assessed,” said Weil. 


“I think there were 10 people who 
objected, out of all the houses.” 

Under the current system, two-thirds 
of the new cost of a sewer line are paid 
by betterments from homes connected 
to sewers. The final one-third is paid by 
people already on sewer. 

But some believe the one-third cost 
of new sewers should not only be paid 
by those already on sewers. 

“I think that’s intrinsically unfair,” 
said Tom Cody, of Chestnut Street. “It 
shouldn’t be incurred by 40 percent of 
the population.” 

Major wants the town to look at this 
issue, because he doesn’t believe only 
those on sewer should have to pay for 
the sewer line to the proposed new 
schools on Cross Street. Because every- 
one uses the schools, all taxpayers 
should help pay for those sewers, he 
said. 

But discussion by town officials on 
these issues was limited at the three- 
board meeting. Selectmen Chairman 
Bill Downs stopped Major from asking 
Public Works Director Bob McQuade 
extensive questions about the sewer 
projects. 

“This is a hearing,” said Downs. “It 
isn’t a question-and-answer session.” 

“Maybe I should be a citizen,” said 
Major.

ing a new center near the West 
Andover fire station. 

Those three selectmen made these 
points to Council on Aging members 
before the council put out its request 
for lease proposals last month, and 
council president Jeanne Madden told 
them the seniors simply wanted to 
explore all their options before making 
a decision. 

But after a strong showing of sup- 
port for leasing Will Hall at a public 
meeting run by the council last week, 
the council voted Friday to support the 
Will Hall option. Council secretary Leo 
Doherty says the vote was 110, with 
one member abstaining. 

Seniors were hoping the recent pub- 
lic support for a new center at Will Hall 
would convince selectmen to embrace 
the proposed lease, says Doherty. 

But the lease offered by Phillips 
remains well below the 99-year bar set 
by Larsen. Currently, the school has 
offered a 30-year lease with a 10-year 
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Phillips option. Andover would 
ve pay Phillips half the then-mar- 

ket rate to rent the property 
during that ten-year period, says 
Larsen. 

He still calls the lease arrange- 
ment,“a very unwise decision.” 

‘Tm sorry that so many people have 
been led so far in this direction,” says 
Larsen. “I wouldn't insert it and I 
wouldn’t recommend it. My conscience 
wouldn’t let me support this in any 
way, shape or form. It’s an outrageous 
deal.” 

Although the 30-year base seems 
firm, seniors have recommended that 
the town manager explore extending 
the option package, says Doherty. 

“We'd like to get as many 10-year 
options as possible. That’s what we’re 
asking the town manager to go after 
Phillips Academy for,” he says. “We’re 
hoping the option improves.” 

Location is a major reason the 
Council on Aging favors the Will Hall 
site. 

“There are a number of things. The 
location on Phillips Academy, the acad- 
emic environment, and the location

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downtown and the nearness of shops in 
the downtown area (are favored),” says 
Doherty. 

Hess and Major seem willing to sup- 
port the council’s selection because 
seniors continue to say they will fund 
the multi-million dollar renovation 
project themselves. 

“I don’t have any major objections 
to (the Will Hall option). I think it will 
be important for us to support the 
seniors,” says Hess. “They’re going to 
raise the money for it, and they’re 
going to build it, so they can decide 
where to put it. If they can convince the 
town, I'll support it.” 

“I see Will Hall as a very viable 
option. We have a situation where our 
experts, the senior design team, went 
through a full analysis and that’s the 
location they came up with,” says 
Major. “As long as we can make sure 
the stipulations of the lease option are 
in the best interests of the town, then I 
have no problem with it. 

“It’s important to support this 
group, especially since they are going 
to come to the table with the money for 
this project,” he says.

The matter comes to the 
House floor today (Thursday) 
or tomorrow, Meehan says. 

Meehan, who has said 
numerous times that he “dis- 
parages” the president’s con- 
duct, said again this week 
that he thinks Clinton’s con- 
duct was deplorable, and that 
it is clear that he lied in a 
civil deposition. 

He agreed in part with 
some reports that Democrats, 
while publicly supporting the 
president, are privately furi- 
ous with him. 

“I don’t think you’d see 
Democrats crying about it if 
he (Clinton) resigned,” says 
Meehan. 

However, Meehan has also 
argued passionately in com- 
mittee that the president’s 
conduct, deplorable as it may 
be, is not cause for impeach- 
ment. While he believes the 
president lied, he says he 
doubts that perjury, in the 
legal sense, could be proven 
at a trial. 

Beyond that, he warns

An animated conversation 


New resident helps make moving stories

If Sheldon Cohen hadn’t been thirsty a couple of decades 
ago, he just might be asking someone to rinse and spit right 
now. 

An award-winning Canadian illustrator and new resi- 
dent of Andover, Cohen spent much of his early life plan- 
ning to become a dentist. 

’ But a bit of luck landed Cohen a shot at directing and 
animating Roch Carrier’s Canadian favorite The Sweater, 
and he hasn’t thought about capping teeth since. 

“I heard five people turn The Sweater down. It was the 
type of thing where I was by the water cooler and I said, ‘I'll 
try,” he says. “Probably if this had not come along I would 
have ended up back in dentistry. It wasn’t a planned, con- 
crete path that I took. 

“I studied science at McGill, and for most of my high 
school and college days I was going in that direction. Then I 
realized I hated it, so I entirely changed fields and went to 
art school,” he says. 

“IT always liked drawing. I just never thought I could do 
it as a profession — and now I see that that’s true,” he 
laughs. “It’s very hard to make a living.” 

Because of this, as he begins his next animated movie, 
Cohen is also teaching animation at Harvard University. 
But, self-deprecating humor aside, Cohen has been quite 
successful in both the children’s-book and short-film field. 

After teaming with another animator, Cohen will see the 
latest film he directed, Snow Cat, nationally televised 
across Canada on Christmas Eve. He says he’s hoping to 
see the 23-minute film picked up by a PBS or cable outlet in 
the United States. 

The film is narrated by Oscar-, Emmy- and Tony award- 
winner Maureen Stapleton, and was written by Dayal Kaur 
Khalsa, who died in 1989. After Khalsa’s death, Cohen spent 
nearly a decade completing the movie. 

Snow Cat is story within a story, where a grandmother 
tells her granddaughter a tale about a lonely woman who 
cares first for a magical snow cat and then for a baby goose. 

“What’s interesting is the story is about loss and heal- 
ing, so there’s an irony to this being a story (Khalsa) left 
me,” says Cohen. “In the last three or four years of her life, 
she put out about five or six books and was becoming one 
of the leading illustrators in Canada.” 

The same might be said for Cohen, whose 1980 film The 
Sweater continues to be reissued. 

Roch Carrier’s sweater saga is a story about the young

Carrier in his French-Canadian home town. All the boys 
there wear Montreal Canadiens sweaters, but when the 
young Carrier needs a new sweater, he gets sent a dreaded 
Toronto Maple Leafs sweater by mistake. His mother 
forces him to wear it, with somewhat predicable results. 

The film has won international awards, and is particu- 
larly popular with hockey-playing youth and adults. 

“It’s a well-known film in Canada,” he says. “It sells out 
all the time. I guess it touches some core with Canadians.” 

Unfortunately, because of Quebec’s separatist move- 
ment, the movie also hits a different core now, too, he says. 

“It’s really gotten bad. Now the stories have gotten politi- 
cized. It used to be home-town rivalry. It pushes different 
buttons now,” he says. 

Still, Cohen and Carrier are “a perfect example of 
French and English working together,” says Cohen, and 
the story remains a fan favorite. For the cover of the movie 
jacket, another fan favorite, Wayne Gretzky, says, “I enjoy 
now sitting down with my kids to watch The Sweater as

Blanket Statements: A Brief History of Ameri- 
can Indian Trade Blankets, a colorful new show 
at the Robert S. Peabody Museum of Archaeolo- 
gy, will run through July. It highlights Native 
American trade blanket design and traditions. 

The exhibition documents the continuity 
between Native-made textile robes and blankets, 
both ancient and modern, and European- and 
American-manufactured blankets incorporating 
Native designs that were, and still are, produced 
for trade with Native communities. Trade blan- 
Kets today combine ancient traditions and 
themes and sophisticated modern imagery, says 
the museum. 

The show includes 1,000-year-old examples 
from the museum’s collection of archaeological 
textiles and richly colored contemporary Native 
designs, and trade blankets manufactured by 
Pendleton Woolen Mills, Inc. The exhibition is 
further illustrated with photographs, pottery and 
early Pendleton catalogs from the turn of the 
century. A companion exhibition discusses the 
method of manufacturing blankets today. 

The Robert S. Peabody Museum of Archaeolo- 
gy is located at the corner of Main and Phillips 
Streets (Route 28) on the campus of Phillips 
Academy.

today that flammable Christmas decorations 
introduce a needless fire hazard during the 
current holiday season, and asked Andover 
citizens to avoid the possibility of turning a 
cheerful Yuletide period into one of grief and 
tragedy. Chief Buchan says many of the trag- 
ic holiday fires were caused by the use of 
flammable decorations. “A few years ago 99 
people were killed at a Christmas party in St. 
Johns N.F., as a result of this dangerous prac- 
tice.” Nonflammable decorations and “fire- 
proof’ snow are now available, since it is dan- 
gerous to use paper or cotton in decorating 
the tree. Decorations should never be placed 
where people might smoke, and plenty of ash 
trays should be placed around the house dur- 
ing the holiday season. Candles should not be 
used as part of the Yuletide decorations. Cur- 
tains or other flammable material should be 
pulled back at least six inches from any elec- 
tric light. Chief Buchan emphasized that 
these simple precautions would help prevent 
the tragedies which have marred previous 
holiday seasons.

unanimously, indicates that the local 
board does not wish to be limited in its 
scope of regional study and considera- 
tion of the matter. The policy statement 
indicates that the selectmen believe it 
is timely for the elected officials of 
Andover and any other interested com- 
munities to enter into serious discus- 
sions and explorations of possible 
regional solutions to the processing 
and disposal of solid waste. Greenberg 
and Selectman Alan F. French have, for 
some time, been interested in examin- 
ing regional answers to local problems 
in other than the Greater Lawrence 
makeup as currently set up. A regional 
study made some months ago, indicat- 
ed that Methuen was the prime com- 
munity for setting up a sanitary land- 
fill area for the Greater Lawrence com- 
munities. The town strongly objected. 
Lately Alderman Robert Lippe of 
Lawrence has been making efforts at 
providing a regional solution to the 
solid waste problem.

Two teenagers will be charged in 
connection with the desecration of 76 
tombstones pushed to the ground at 
West Parish Cemetery last weekend. 
say police. The damage was done some- 
time between Saturday evening and 
Sunday morning at 8:20 a.m., when a 
visitor to the cemetery discovered the 
tombstones, said Andover Detective 
Kevin Burke. Several of the stones 
were chipped and cracked, although 
none were completely broken through, 
said Burke. After interviewing several 
people in the community, Burke was 
given the names of two likely suspects. 
After conversations with both, the 
detective obtained confessions from the 
pair, described as teenage males, one 
juvenile, the other 17 years old.

That, of course, is because Stampa- 
roo.com, which specializing in decora- 
tive stamps, is an online store. 

It was a natural venture, says Dan 
Richards, who is director of marketing 
and sales applications at Open Market, 
a Burlington-based seller of electronic 
commerce software. 

“We sell software that allows people 
to build a store online,” he says, “and 
the company encourages employees to 
use the software they sell. So my wife 
and I decided it would be a good learn- 
ing experience.” 

It also helped that his wife had expe- 
rience in retail. The two decided that 
their product would be the decorative 
rubber stamps that have been used by 
kids for generations to make various 
designs, but which now have “blos- 
somed into a hobby for adults,” says 
Richards. 

“There are a lot of cards that are for 
occasions like Hanukkah and Christ- 
mas,” he says, “but there is a whole 
group of people — mostly women — 
who do what they call ‘mail art.’ There 
are postcards with magnificent designs 
that you can’t imagine were done with 
stamps. There are all different kinds of 
inks, colors, glitter — things like that. 

“So it has really migrated from 
something for kids to something that is 
considered a form of art.” 

Conveniently enough, one of the few 
companies that manufacture those 
stamps is Inkadinkado, in nearby 
Woburn. “So I don’t have to maintain 
an inventory,” Richards says. “I’m just 
like any other retailer. I take the orders 
and they supply me with the stamps.” 

Getting his store up and running did- 
n't require bricks and mortar, but did

involve leasing some space — some 
cyberspace on a computer server in 
Connecticut. 

For three months prior to their open- 
ing, Richards and his wife scanned 
images of various stamps on their 
home computer, building a catalog for 
their store of more than 1,000 images. 
They sent those images to the server in 
Connecticut through a MediaOne 
Broadband connection to the Internet. 

“Tt’s fully interactive,” Richards 
says. “Customers can search for stamp 
images, fill a virtual shopping basket, 
and then when they’re done and want 
to finalize their order, it asks for credit 
card information. 

“That is stored on the server, and it 
sends an e-mail to them with an elec- 
tronic receipt. Then, my wife and I 
retrieve the credit card information in 
a secure way and process it like any 
other vendor. We place the order with 
the supplier, pick it up at the end of the 
day and then ship it the next day.” 

Richards says the new store began to 
take orders the first day it was open. 
“We had advertised in Rubber Stamp 
Madness, the magazine that is the most- 
recognized in the industry,” he says, 
“and we've been getting orders from 


Christmas. 

The store is seeking toys for children 
up to about age 10, and is looking for 
more for those at the older end of that 
range. 

Two local children, Rachel Rauh, a 
fourth-grader at the Pike School: and 
Meredith Levenson, a fifth-grader at 
the Andover Montessori School, will 
help to deliver the toys. 

Customers who bring in a toy will get 
a 10-percent discount on purchases. 


everywhere in the U.S., from Hawaii, 
Brazil, Germany, Canada and London.” 

The store gets a bit of help by virtual 
word of mouth as well, he says. “We're 
listed on a number of search engines, 
but there are a lot of rubber stamp peo- 
ple who have their own Web sites, and 
they've been providing links to our 
site.” 

The store hasn’t grown to the point 
where Richards is planning to quit his 
job. “It’s definitely growing,” he says. 
“We're breaking even already, and it 
takes most businesses about two or 
three years to do that. But I'm not plan- 
ning to do it full time. My wife is han- 
dling most of the shipping.” 

He also doesn’t think so-called “e 
commerce” spells the death knell for 
the malls. 

“T think this is the direction that 
most catalog shopping is going,” he 
says, “but people go to the mall for dif- 
ferent reasons. Some things you just 
can’t sell over the Web.” 

It has, however, been the kind of 
learning experience he had hoped it 
would be. “I wanted to understand the 
whole process,” he says, “and this has 
been great for that.”

For parents, the joys of the winter 
holidays are often tempered by the 
commercial focus of the season.

Concerned parents should consider 
the age of their children. Toddlers

Year’s Eve of 1999. au the forthcoming 
church celebrations of the 2,000th 
anniversary of Christ's birth 

he great millennial milestone has 
already happened. Just a few weeks 
ago. Or, it will occur a few weeks from 
now 

So say the calculations of certain 


specialists in the arcane field of biblical 
chronology. If they’re right, most 
modern scholars are wrong and this is 
verily a Christmas to remember. 
Obviously, this gets complicated, but 


take heart: The following will be a 
highly simplified account. 
To begin, the year A.D. 1 isn’t the 


year A.D. 1. Everyone who looks at the 
data agrees that, strange as it seems. 
Jesus was born “Before Christ,” not 
“Anno Domini.” 

The man who split history into B.C. 


and A.D. on the basis of the first 
Christmas was Dionysius Exiguus 
(“Dionysius the Little’) in A.D. 525. 


Great idea, but this Roman monk had 
two problems. First, he used no “zero 
year,” so he figured Jesus was born on 
Dec. 25 of 1 B.C. and New Year’s Day of 
A.D. 1 came one week later. Second, 
Dionysius didn’t have much 
documentary evidence to go on. 
Modern-day historians have put the 
Nativity at around 5 B.C. The whole 
business pivots on when the homicidal 
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The great millennial 
milestone has already 
happened. Just a few 


weeks ago. Or, it will 
occur a few weeks 
from now. 


King Herod “the Great’? died, because 
Matthew 2 and Luke 1:5 report that 
Herod was on the throne when Jesus 
was born. Due to considerations from 
Jesus’ own chronology, that was at the 
very end of Herod’s long reign. 

The Herod dates are untangled 
the 1998 edition of the 
Biblical Chronology” (Hendrickson) by 
Jack Finegan, professor emeritus at 
California’s Pacific School of Relizion 
and the leading authority in this field.

Historians think Herod died in 4 
B.C., a belief derived partly from 
details in the “Jewish Antiquities” 


written by the first-century historian 
Josephus. One important clue is his 
report that Herod died shortly before 
the annual Jewish Passover and 
Shortly after a lunar eclipse — the only 
one noted in Josephus’ massive work. 
Modern calculations show the Holy 
Land had a total lunar eclipse in 1 B.C. 
and two total eclipses in 5 B.C., plus a

partial eclipse in 4 B.C. So, to which 
one was Josephus referring? 

The conventional favorite among 
historians has been 4 B.C. But that 
theory is knocked down by another 
chronology maven, Ernest L. Martin, 
in “The Star That Astonished the 
World” (published by his own 
Associates for Scriptural Knowledge in 
Portland, Ore.) 

There were 29 days between the 4 
B.C. eclipse and Passover. Martin says 
there’s no way the many events 
Josephus depicted after Herod’s demise 
could be squeezed into 29 days. The 
same argument rules out one of the 
eclipses in 5 B.C., and Martin figures 
the other 5 B.C. eclipse is impossible 
because its seven-month gap from 
eclipse to Passover is too long. That 
leaves the 1 B.C. eclipse, with a 
plausible gap of 12% weeks. 

But there has always been a big 
problem with the 1 B.C. date, involving 
the chronology of Philip, one of Herod’s 
sons and successors. Texts of the 
“Antiquities” in modern use say Philip 
died in the “20th year” of the Roman 
emperor Tiberius. That would put 
Herod’s death and Philip’s ascension at 
4 B.C. 

Enter David Beyer, a U.S. business 
consultant and biblical hobbyist who 
gave an intriguing report to a 1995 
convention of Bible scholars. He told of 
visiting the British Museum _§ to 
examine all surviving copies of 
Josephus’ work. Turned out that not

Most said “22nd year,” 
basis Beyer rolled 
early in 1 B.C. Jack Finegan endorses 
that date in his latest “Handbook” and 
thus puts Jesus’ birth at 2 B.C. or 3 B.C. 

That’s not all. Ernest Martin thinks 
he can date Jesus’ birth to the exact 
date and hour! 

Martin reads Revelation 12:1-5 like 
an astronomical code referring to the 
constellation Virgo the virgin at a 
point when the sun crossed Virgo’s 
abdomen and the moon was at her feet. 
“Anyone in the first century would 
have understood that,” Martin 
remarks. 

If so, the astronomical charts show 
Christ was born at twilight, between 
6:15 p.m. and 7:45 p.m., on Sept. 11 in 3 
B.C. (Remember: there’s no zero year.) 
Sorry you missed it, but the 2,000th 
anniversary came three months ago. 
Or, if we follow Finegan, no stargazer, 
the great moment is most likely to be 
some time in midwinter, a few weeks 
from now. 

Finegan also says that the nine most 
important historians of the early 
Christian church, writing between 
A.D. 180 and A.D. 325, all placed the 
Nativity — you guessed it — at 2 B.C. 
or 3 B.C.

Some safety center snags 


By Neil Fater 
uilding a new North Main Street safety 
Bee will not put out all of the 
Andover Fire Department's fires. 

The department will still need to make 
improvements to its Ballardvale station and 
make smaller additions to its 30-year-old 
West Andover site, says Chief Harold Wright. 

Because of this, and since the fire depart- 
ment will need a temporary structure for the 
downtown firefighters and vehicles while the 
new center is being built, the town is looking 
for ways to kill two birds with one building. 
Instead of building or renting a temporary 
shelter on site, that will be torn down in a 
year or two, Andover officials want to build 
something that can be used for another pur- 
pose later, 

“Td rather spend some of the money on 
getting something we can have in the 
future,” says Selectman Larry Larsen. 


But none of the options seem ideal for 
Wright. 

Larsen suggests buying land in Ballard- 
vale and building something that could later 
become the base for an expanded Ballardvale 
station. 

“Absolutely, we'll have to look at Ballard- 
vale. That’s gone on for much too long,” says 
Wright, of conditions at that station. Part of 
the problem is that another bay is needed at 
both Ballardvale and West Andover, he says. 

But the fire chief is uneasy about tying the 
cost of land for a new Ballardvale station to 
the improvements needed for both the police 
and fire departments at the downtown safety 
center. Police Chief Brian Pattullo and 
Wright have focused on paring the cost of 
that new center for several months. 

“We've worked hard to cut some $2 mil 
lion, now half of that could be gone with tak

Salerno pushed the car to the 
side of the road, and noticed light 
coming from the glove compart- 
ment where the fuse box sits. He 
ran into the shop and requested a 
911 call, after his cell phone failed 
to connect.

Bill McCann at the 
center of D.C. discord 


While the future of any- 
one’s job in Washington 
may never be certain, one 
Andover resident with an 
insider’s view is particu- 
larly concerned _ these 
days. 

William “Bill” McCann, 
chief of staff in U.S. Rep. 
Marty Meehan’s Washing: 
ton, D.C. office, says he 
fears the impeachment of 
President Bill Clinton will 
discourage talented people 
from getting involved with public office. 

“Besides setting a terrible precedent in set- 
ting the bar for impeachments,”’ he adds. 

“Tt’s a sad situation. I’m concerned with the 
effect it’s going to have on my generation. In a 
lot of ways, people tune out, he says. 

While others tune out, Washington heats up, 
and McCann, 26, is in the thick of it. 

Meehan recently promoted McCann, son of 
Dr. William and Jill (Gilda) McCann, of Chaise 
Circle. He started by answering mail, and his 
new position is the equivalent of a chief of staff 
job, says McCann, who will have worked for 
Meehan for four years by this February. 

After graduating from Georgetown Universi- 
ty in 1994, McCann’s first job in politics was as a 
legislative correspondent in U.S. Sen. John 
Kerry’s office. 

“That’s the person who answers all the 
mail,” he says. McCann then worked under 
Meehan as a junior legislative aide, an aide and 
legislative director, before becoming head of the 
office. 

While he may be an anomaly among other 
Washington staffers, Meehan’s staff is younger 
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Molly Van Doren,

than most. According to a staff employment 
study by the Congressional Management Foun- 
dation, the average age of people in McCann’s 
job is 40. 

Meehan is served well by a young and ener- 
getic staff, because he tries to get a lot accom- 
plished in a short amount of time, McCann says. 

His new job includes keeping Meehan on top 
of national issues and in touch with local issues, 


such as how the federal government is affecting , 


Andover. The job, McCann says, is no small 
task. Just making sure the office runs efficiently 
takes up to 80 hours a week, he says. 

While long hours and the state of affairs in 
Washington may be a deterrent to some who 
once aspired to work in government, McCann 
recommends it. 

“Public service is a great career path. You 
have a real opportunity to make a direct and 
positive impact on other people’s lives, particu- 
larly those less fortunate,” he says. 

“This (year 2000) election could very well be a 
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referendum on the impeachment 
process,” McCann says. His hope 
for next year’s Congress is to 
“make a concerted effort to 
increase civility,” he says. 

As connected as he is to nation- 
al issues, McCann says he isn't 
planning to uproot anytime soon. 

A graduate of St. Augustine’s 
school, West Junior High School 
and St. John’s Prep in Danvers, 
McCann maintains his address at 
Chaise Circle in Andover, and 
votes by absentee ballot. He pays 
taxes and car insurance to Massa- 
chusetts and makes an effort to be 
in the area. 

While he will admit he wishes 
he could vote in Washington as 
well as in Andover, his political 
aspirations are northward. 

“Eventually I want to get back 
to Massachusetts,” he says.
